QUAINT CEREMONIES 


OCCUR AT PALACE 


Royal Child Greeted by Distinguished 


Gathering—Carried to Them 
on 


Silver Salver—Salute Tells People 
of Sex. 


Madrid, May 11.—Queen Victoria 


guvi! birth Friday to a son, who be- 
comes heir to the throne of Spain. 
The baby will be numed Alfonso. 


News from- tho palace early In the 


morning that the accouchement of tho 
queen was Imminent spread Hlto wild- 
fire, and crowds flocked to tho grout 
plaza fronting tho royal palace. Tho 
happy event had takon the capital 
somewhat by surprise, for only Thurs- 
day afternoon tho queen had taken 
her customary drive, and the court 
physicians Intimated that two weeks 
would pass before her confinement. 


Tho child Is described as being n 


robust blonde and as 
having 
his 


mother's complexion. 
Almost imme- 


diately after the birth had been an- 
nounced a To deiim was chanted In 
the chapel of the palace where the 
Holy Sacrament had remained 
ex- 


posed throughout the nccouclimunt of 
tho queen, 


The birth of the baby occurred at 


12:-15 p. m. The announcement was 
made Immediately to tho waiting offi- 
cials and crowds outside the palace, 
who received tho tidings with feelings 
of enthusiasm and emotion. The phy- 
RlclaiiB pronounced the queen's condi- 
tion normal and satisfactory. 
King 


Alfonso remained ut her bedside. 


Formal Announcement of Birth. 
Tho formal announcement of the 


birth of the Infant was made by cama- 
rara mayor, or mistress of the robes, 
to Premier Maura, who formally com- 
municated the fact to the distinguished 
company In the words: "Gentlemen, 
It Is a prince." The news was greeted 
with tho greatest enthusiasm, which 
swelled Into a spontaneous cheer ns 
King Alfonso himself entered, accom- 
panying the cnniarara mayor carrying 
a huge silver tray upon which was 
lying the newly born royal baby, cov- 
ered with delicate lace garments. The 
Infanta ICulallc WIIB at the king's side 
ns he entered with his new-born HOD. 


Tho Bceno was most Impressive, 


Premier Maura at once advanced and 
with some hesitation relieved tho mis- 
tress of the robes of her precious load, 
Then, bearing the tray, the premier 
proceeded slowly to the center of the 
room where all present crowded round, 
anxious to obtain a glimpse of the 
child, which was presented to one 
after tho other In their order of court 
precedence. When the curiosity of all 
those present was satisfied the babe 
was handed back to the mistress of 
the robes and by the latter was glvon 
to the royal nurse, who Immediately 
returned to the side of tho queen. 


Crowds Surround Palace. 


An the nurse appeared into the royal 


apartments a roar of cheering could 
be heard from the outside of the pal- 
ace. 
In tho meantime the scenes In 


tho streets outside were almost be- 
yond description. Business hud been 
suspended for hours previous to the 
announcement of the. child's birth. An 
Immense multitude gathered in the 
vicinity of the palace and when the 
royal standard, of red and gold, flut- 
tered up to the peak of the flagstaff, 
on the 
Piinta dedlameute, making 


known that u prlnco of the Asttirius 
was horn a great shout of Joy went up 
from the uHbembled musses. 


Immediately afterward a salute of 


21 guns carried the news to f'e most 
remote confines of the city am' the in- 
habitants of the surrounding country. 
AB tho sixteenth report resounded (15 
guns only would have been fired to 
announce tho birth of a girl), the men, 
women and children waiting In the 
streets and on the balconies and roofs 
gave voice to their satisfaction, anil 
soon the whole city was ringing with 
cries of "Long live the prince!" "Long 
live tho queen!" and "Long Hvo the 
king!" 
Simultaneously the 
public 


buildings blossomed out, as If by 
magic, with tho Spanish colors and 
singing, dancing and otherwise rejoic- 
ing, almost tho en tiro population of 
the city began streaming In the direc- 
tion of the palace. 
/ 


Grand Ceremonial Observed. 


In no other monarchical country In 


tho world Is the ceremony observed 
at the birth of the first offspring of 
tho king and queen fio rigidly 
and 


stately and formal as In Spain, and on 
this occasion, so significant for the 
Bourbon dynasty, nothing was omitted 
from the courtly etiquette. 


From the moment Queen Victoria 


wns announced to bo approaching the 
period of maternity the most careful 
Hiirvelllunco was exercised over her. 
Severn! months ago, 
according 
to 


Spanish royal custom, tho queen took 
up her residence nt the palace In Mod- 
rid. 
Accompanied by tho king, shn 


has undertaken from time to time pil- 
grimages to' various holy shrines to 
pray for n safe, deliverance, In the 
name way as tho humblest 
Spanish 


woman. 


Long Watch Is Kept Up. 


For months members of tho Span-1 


Ish nobility .hnvo been In constant at- 
tendance at tho palace and members 
of the royal family have taken up 
their residence either In tho palace It- 
self or near at hand In the capital. 


When Dr. Glcndennlnc. tho 


English surgeon 
who 
attended ' the ( 


queen, announced that the birth was, 
a matter of only a few hours, urgent 
messages woro sent to tho prime niln- 
Jijter iijid Ills colleagues in ^? cabinet, 
tho military governor of Madrid, tho 
members of tho diplomatic cor:i8, tho 
grandees, tho knights of the principal 
orders of chivalry, tho loading military 
and civil authorities and all tho ladles 
and gentlemen attached to the court. 


Soon all tho officials wero gath- 


ered In full uniform and wearing tho 
glittering Insignia of their decorations, 
in tho grand 
reception room, gor- 


geously draiicd with tapestry, adjoin- 
ing tho 
royal 
private 
apartments. 


Among those present was tho Amer- 
ican minister, Mr. Collier. 


IB Prince of the Asturlae. 


According to a decree of the Span- 


ish government, the son born to King 
Alfonso and Queen Victoria will bear 
the title of Prlnco of the AHturlas. Tho 
principality of tho Asturlus formerly 
was tho mountain refuge of tho abo- 
riginal Inhabitants of Spain, who re- 
mained thero nnconqiiercd by Roman 
or Moor.
